Reagan Admirers Willing to Wait 


SIMI VALLEY, CALIF. I Waiting good-naturedly 
for as much as half a day in traffic jams and 
a parking lot, tens of thousands of people 
filed past Ronald Reagan’s flag- draped cas- 
ket in an outpouring that forced organiz- 
ers to extend the viewing period Tuesday 
by four hours. 

An estimated 79,000 mourners had 
passed by the coffin in the 28 hours after the 
viewing began at noon Monday at Reagan’s 
presidential library. The nation’s 40th presi- 
dent died Saturday at age 93. 

Traffic jams and the wait for shuttle buses 


encouraged camaraderie among the throngs, 
who passed the time sharing memories of 
Reagan. 

The viewing at the library in the hills west 
of Los Angeles was the first event in a week 
of national mourning. The body will be flown 
to Washington on Wednesday to lie in state 
at the Capitol, followed by a national funer- 
al on Friday and a return to the library for 
burial at sunset, jeremiah marquez (ap)

U.N. OKs 
Plan for 
Iraqi Rule 

New government has limited 
authority in military matters 

UNITED NATIONS I TheU.N. Security Council 
gave a resounding 15-0 endorsement Tuesday 
to a U.S.-British resolution backing the trans- 
fer of sovereignty to Iraq’s new government 14 
months after the fall of Saddam Hussein. 

France and Germany dropped their objec- 
tions after the resolution included a last-min- 
ute compromise giving Iraqi leaders control 
over the activities of their own troops and a 
say on “sensitive offensive operations” by the 
multinational force. But 
the measure stops short 
of granting the Iraqis a 
veto over major U.S.-led 
military operations. 

“These nations under- 
stand that a free Iraq will 
serve as a catalyst for 
change in the broader 
Middle East, which is an important part of 
winning the war on terror,” President Bush 
said of the decision. 

The resolution spells out the powers and 
the limitations of the new interim Iraqi gov- 
ernment that will assume power on June 30. 
It authorizes the U.S.-led multinational force 
to remain in Iraq to help ensure security, but 
gives the Iraqi government the right to ask 
the force to leave at any time. 

The interim government — constructed by 
a U.N. envoy, the Americans and their Iraqi 
allies — hopes the vote will give it a legitimacy 
that eluded its predecessor, the U.S.-appoint- 
ed Iraqi Governing Council. That legitimacy 
would put it in a better position to curry sup- 
port among fellow Arab regimes and seek 
economic help from abroad, edith m. lederer (ap)

Business Leaders Urge Bush 
To Back Bigger Highway Biii 

The heads of 211 corporations have 
written President Bush urging him 
to accept a higher level of spending 
for future highway programs, saying 
a robust highway bill was critical to 
their own, and the nation’s, econom- 
ic growth. The letter, sent last week, 
came as House and Senate negotia- 
tors planned their first public meet- 
ing Wednesday in hopes of breaking 
a yearlong impasse over the size and 
scope of the next highway bill, (ap) 

HAMILTON, OHIO 

Trucker Ruled Incompetent 
To Stand Trial for Killings 

A truck driver accused of shoot- 
ing two men to death and wound- 
ing three others at the office of his 
former employer is incompetent to 
stand trial, a judge ruled Tuesday. 
Tom West, 50, was ordered to be 
committed to a maximum- securi- 
ty facility for treatment. West has 
pleaded innocent by reason of insan- 
ity to murder charges. He could face

Ashcroft Refuses 
To Release Memo 


WASHINGTON I Attorney General 
John Ashcroft, pressed by senators 
in testy exchanges Tuesday, refused 
to make public Justice Department 
memos that contended a wartime 
president was not bound by anti- 
torture laws or treaties. 

However, Ashcroft denied that 
President Bush had issued orders 
that would have allowed violations 
of such laws. 

During a three-hour appear- 
ance before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, Ashcroft repeatedly 
insisted that the Bush adminis- 
tration does not condone torture, 
even of al Qaeda terrorist suspects. 
He said his department would inves- 
tigate vigorously anyone accused of 
torture who is outside military juris- 
diction. 

Still, the attorney general 
refused to give the committee cop- 
ies of department memos written in 
2002 that Democratic senators said 
could have laid legal groundwork

for abuses that occurred at Iraq’s 
Abu Ghraib prison and elsewhere 
in the war on terror. 

One of the memos, cited in 
a March 2003 Pentagon policy 
paper, stated that the president’s 
broad wartime national security 
authority may override anti-tor- 
ture laws and treaties in certain

WASHINGTON | The head of a fed- 
eral voting commission called 
Tuesday for tougher security mea- 
sures for electronic voting by the 
November elections, but said the 
issue of requiring paper receipts as 
backup needs further study. 

DeForest B. Soaries, chair- 
man of the Election Assistance 
Commission, said he wants elec- 
tion officials to be able to analyze 


software source code in the elec- 
tronic systems they pay for, which 
some vendors have resisted. 

“The increased use of electronic 
voting devices has created securi- 
ty concerns that the U.S. Election 
Assistance Commission must 
address,” he said in remarks pre- 
pared for delivery at a Maryland 
conference of election officials. 

In an interview before the 


speech, Soaries said the issue of 
paper ballots that voters can verify 
requires more study and that call- 
ing for such receipts by November 
would be unrealistic. He said it was 
possible the panel would back paper 
ballots in the future. 

Some 50 million Americans are 
expected to vote electronically on 
Nov. 2. But concerns have grown 
since computer scientists began 
criticizing them as vulnerable to 
hackers, (ap)

Leaders at summit 
buoyed by passage of 
U.N. resolution on Iraq 

SEA ISLAND, GA. | President Bush 
and other world leaders showcased 
a new harmony on Iraq on Tuesday 
as they met at their annual Group 
of Eight summit, but prickly issues 
remained over both Iraq and Bush’s 
plan to promote democracy across 
the wider Middle East. 

Bush hailed the passage of a 
new U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion on the transfer of sovereignty 
in Iraq as “a great victory for the 
Iraqi people” and thanked President 
Vladimir Putin for Russia’s help in 
winning the vote. 

Putin, who had opposed the 
U.S.-led war in Iraq, called the U.N. 
vote “a major step forward.” 

Of the powerful countries

attending the summit on this 
secluded coastal resort island, only 
the United States, Britain, Italy and 
Japan have troops in Iraq. Japan’s 
noncombat troops perform humani- 
tarian missions. 


Germany, France, Canada and 
Russia do not have troops in Iraq, 
and have said they will not send 
forces. 

A social dinner Tuesday evening 
marked the formal opening of the 
summit, but Bush first had one- 
on-one meetings with the lead- 
ers of Japan, Canada, Germany 
and Russia. 

Throughout the day, heads of 
state arrived at an Army airfield 
near Savannah and were taken by 
helicopter to Sea Island, a five-mile 
long private resort island that has 
been virtually sealed off from the 
mainland by barricades. 

Police and journalists far out- 
numbered protesters, disappoint- 
ing activists who said heavy secu- 
rity scared away many others. 
Protest marches in Brunswick and 
Savannah drew around 100 activists 
each on Tuesday, tom raum (ap)

Soda May Lead to Diabetes in Women 


ORLANDO, FLORIDA | Chugging 
more than one sugar- sweetened 
soft drink a day appears to signif- 
icantly increase a woman’s chances 
of developing diabetes, says a new 
study that found the extra sugar 
does more than just add pounds. 

Women in the study who drank 
at least one sugar- sweetened soda 
a day were 85 percent more like- 


ly to develop type 2 diabetes than 
those who drank less, said Matthias 
B. Schulze, who presented the 
Harvard research at an American 
Diabetes Association meeting. 

In addition to the sodas’ excess 
calories, their large amount of rap- 
idly absorbable sugars could con- 
tribute to obesity and a greater risk 
of diabetes, said Schulze, (ap) 


Guilty Plea 
In Cadet 
Rape Case 

AIRF0RCEACADEMY,C0L0.|Theonly 
cadet to face a court-martial follow- 
ing last year’s Air Force Academy 
rape scandal pleaded guilty Tuesday 
to reduced charges. 

Douglas L. Meester of Marco 
Island, Fla., was accused of assault- 
ing a fellow cadet in 
October 2002 dur- 
ing a night of heavy 
drinking in a dorm 
room. He was orig- 
inally charged with 
rape, sodomy, inde- 
cent assault and pro- 
viding alcohol to minors. 

Those charges were dropped 
and, in exchange, Meester plead- 
ed guilty to conduct unbecoming 
an officer, indecent acts and der- 
eliction of duty. 

Meester, who had faced a life 
sentence, received a reprimand 
and was fined $2,000. 

He has left the academy and 
is on extended leave from the Air 
Force. The service said his status 
will depend on the type of sentence 
he received, robert weller (ap)

Families devise ways 
to eat all-natural 
despite higher costs 

ALTAMONT, N.Y. I They buy rice at 
a co-op, fruit at farm stands and 
organic beef on Sundays, when 
supermarkets cut prices to clear 
the shelves. 

Janelle Fletcher and her husband 
adopted those strategies to achieve 
two goals that can seem incompat- 
ible: feeding organic food to their 
family of five and staying within a 
middle- class budget. 

Even as organics move from their 
health food niche into the main- 
stream, premium prices remain in 
many cases. Organic food — pro- 
duced without pesticides, growth 
hormones or other additives — 
accounts for slightly less than 2 
percent of U.S. food sales. 

But the market has been expe- 
riencing a healthy growth spurt. 
Organic food sales almost tripled 
from 1997 through 2003 to $10.38 
billion, according to the Organic 
Trade Association. 


Organic food can be costlier for a 
number of reasons, including higher 
labor costs and economies of scale. 
A recent trip to the supermarket 
showed organic broccoli selling for 
a dollar more a head than conven- 
tional broccoli and organic carrots 
costing a third more. 

The good news, according to 
Ronnie Cummins of the Organic 


Consumers Association, is that it’s 
getting easier to root out organic 
bargains. He said the organic mar- 
ket is getting big enough that sales 
are now more common. 

Higher prices linger, though. 
Fletcher recalls passing over organic 
strawberries for $3.50 a pint after 
seeing non- organic berries at half 
the price, michael hill (ap)

Belgian, Italian Police Arrest 
17 Alleged Islamic Militants 

Police arrested 17 suspected Islam- 
ic militants in coordinated strikes 
across Europe, officials said Tuesday. 
Fifteen were arrested in Belgium, 
while Italian police picked up two 
suspects — including Rabei Osman 
Ahmed, a 33 -year- old Egyptian 
alleged to be the ringleader who 
helped plan the March 11 attacks 
in Madrid. Italian Interior Minister 
Giuseppe Pisanu saidOsmanAhmed 
was planning other attacks, (ap) 

ZIMBABWE 

State to Take Over Farmland 

All farmland, including more than 
5,000 former white-owned farms 
that have been handed over to 
blacks, will become state -owned. 
Land Reform Minister John Nkomo 
said Tuesday. “There shall be no such 
thing as private land,” he said. The 
nationalization program was likely 
to further hurt the ailing economy by 
frightening away what little invest- 
ment Zimbabwe still received, (ap)

Al Qaeda ‘Suspect’ Wins 
Libel Damages From Paper 

A Web site designer accepted sub- 
stantial undisclosed libel damages 
Tuesday from a newspaper that 
said he was suspected of being an 
al Qaeda accomplice, the man’s law- 
yer said. Adam Musa King sued the 
Sunday Telegraph over two “offen- 
sive and distressing” articles. The 
Sunday Telegraph apologized and 
agreed to pay damages as well as 
King’s legal costs, (ap)

Car Bombs Kill U J 

BAGHDAD I Car bombers blasted tar- 
gets in two Iraqi cities Tuesday, kill- 
ing 15 people — including a U.S. 
soldier — and wounding 50. 

The first of the car bombings 
occurred at a checkpoint outside the 
gate of a U.S. base in Baqouba, about 
30 miles northeast of Baghdad, Maj. 
Neal E. O’Brien said.

4 Hostages in Iraq 


Kidnappings continue 
despite successful raid 
to rescue Pole, Italians 

BAGHDAD I U.S. special forces freed 
four hostages in a raid Tuesday after 
staking out their captors’ hideout for 
a day — the first military rescue of 
foreigners caught up in Iraq’s wave 
of kidnappings. 

The raid ended the ordeal of a 
Pole kidnapped last week and three 
Italian security guards abducted in 
April whose co-worker was brutally 
slain. U.S. Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez 
said the four freed men were in good 
health and that suspects “involved in 
the kidnapping” were detained. 

But there was no word on the 
fate of a U.S. soldier held hostage 
and two other Americans missing 
since an attack on a fuel convoy 
nearly two months ago. 

Meanwhile, Iraq’s string of 
abductions showed no sign of 
abating. Gunmen disclosed they 
had kidnapped seven Turkish cit- 


hers passed by. The council mem- 
bers escaped injury, officials said. 
But nine people died and about 25 
were injured, according to the U.S. 
military. Mosul’s deputy police chief 
was injured, but not seriously. 

Afterward, attackers fired mor- 
tar rounds at a coalition military 
base camp in Mosul. Two civilian 
contract employees were wounded, 
the U.S. military said, (ap) 


izens who they said were working 
with the Americans. They showed 
some of their captives to report- 
ers and released videotape of 
the others. 

More than 40 people from sev- 
eral countries have been abduct- 
ed in Iraq since April. Many have 
been released. At least two have 
been killed by their captors. 

About 20 are still being held, 
said Andrew White, an Anglican 
cleric acting as a negotiator. Freeing 
the hostages is becoming more dif- 
ficult since some may have been sold 
by their captors to anti- U.S. mili- 
tants, said White, the Mideast envoy 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury.

U.S. Citizen Killed in Riyadh 


Man worked in Saudi Arabia for N.Va. company 


RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA | An 
American who worked for a U.S. 
defense contractor in Virginia was 
shot and killed Tuesday in the Saudi 
capital, the second deadly shooting 
of a Westerner here in three days. 

An unknown assailant killed the 
man in his home, said a spokesman 
for Vinnell Corp., based in Fairfax. 

“He was found by another em- 
ployee at his apartment and taken 
to a hospital, but did not survive,” 
the spokesman. Jay McCaffrey, said. 
The victim was identified as Robert 


C. Jacobs, 62, of Murphysboro, 111., a 
seven-year employee of Vinnell. 

Seven Vinnell employees were 
among the 35 people, including nine 
suicide bombers, who died last year 
in an attack on a foreigners’ hous- 
ing compound in Riyadh. 

Vinnell, which has several dozen 
Americans in the kingdom training 
Saudi security forces, maintains a 
secure residential compound for its 
employees, but the victim chose not 
to live there, McCaffrey said. 

The official Saudi news agen- 


cy said police were investigating 
the death. 

Islamic militants have carried 
out a series of attacks on Westerners 
in the kingdom during the past 13 
months. The government has blamed 
the attacks on people inspired by, or 
belonging to, al Qaeda. 

Insurgents shot a BBC team 
Sunday while it was filming a mil- 
itant’s family home in Riyadh. The 
cameraman, Simon Cumbers, 36, an 
Irish citizen, was killed and security 
correspondent Frank Gardner, 42, 
a Briton, was critically wounded.

Seoul, U.S. at Odds Over 
Repositioning of Troops 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | Long-stand- 
ing ties between the United States 
and South Korea faced a new test 
Tuesday, with the allies disagree- 
ing over plans to consolidate U.S. 
bases in the South. 

Seoul also said more talks are 
needed about separate plans by 
Washington to slash the number 
of American troops here. South 
Korean National Security Adviser 
Kwon Chin-ho described the U.S. 
proposal to pull a third of its 37,000 
troops out by the end of next year as 
“nothing but a suggestion.” 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Adam Ereli said 
“no final decisions” have been made 
on the plan and insisted that a 
reduction in troop levels does not 


mean the alliance with the South 
— forged in the devastating 1950-53 
Korean War — is weakening. 

The U.S. plans, unveiled Sunday, 
represent the biggest troop realign- 
ment here since the early 1970s. 

Meanwhile, talks over another 
sensitive issue — plans to move U.S. 
troops away from the tense border 
with communist North Korea to 
points farther south — ended in 
disagreement Tuesday. 

Lt. Gen. Kwon Ahn-do, the 
main policy coordinator for South 
Korea’s Defense Ministry, said 
the two sides disagreed over how 
much land would be needed for 
new bases, which would consolidate 
troops from around the country.

Vatican to 
Open Files 
FromWWII 

Part of bid to disprove 
claims Pope Pius XII 
ignored Jews’ plight 

VATICAN CITY I The Vatican is releas- 
ing more that 2 million files from 
its secret archives, part of efforts 
to emphasize the humanitar- 
ian aspects of the World War II 
papacy of Pope Pius XII, officials 
announced Tuesday. 

The Vatican said the docu- 
mentation was “testimony to the 
ample charitable and social work 
inspired by principles of universal- 
ity and impartiality” during Pius’ 
pontificate. 

For years, the Vatican has strug- 
gled to defend its wartime pope 
against claims he didn’t do enough 
to save Jews from the Holocaust. 

Last year, the Vatican began 
making available to scholars mil- 
lions ofVatican documents from the 
years leading up to the war. 

The files date from 1939 to 1946, 
covering inquiries from across 
Europe on the fate of servicemen 
from the various armies that fought 
in the war and other missing per- 
sons. The Vatican set up offices dur- 
ing World War II to help relatives 
trace family members. 

The information will be con- 
tained in a two -volume work that 
will be available for $90. (ap)

Girl, II, Attacked by Group 
Of Teens on the Green Line 

An 11-year-old girl was beaten up by 
a group of teens aboard a Metrorail 
Green Line train, authorities said 
Tuesday. They also said that in the 
last three to four weeks there have 
been other assaults on the sub- 
way, mostly on women traveling 
alone. The girl, Tianie Hazel, said 
she boarded a train at the Georgia 
Avenue station in Northwest 
Washington last Thursday when 
an older girl came up and began 
punching her. Four arrests have 
been made in the case, according 
to Metro Transit Police spokes- 
woman Linda Foxwell, who added 
that the suspects range in age from 
13 to 15. The search continued for 
four others, (ap)

Grand Jury Indicts 31 People 
In Drug-Trafficking Scheme 

A federal grand jury has indicted 31 
people in a scheme to traffic drugs 
and then launder the money by 
buying insurance policies on peo- 
ple without their knowledge, the 
U.S. Attorney’s office announced 
Tuesday. Federal authorities said 
the ring, which distributed drugs 
for nearly nine years, was a major 
supplier of cocaine, crack cocaine 
and heroin in the Washington- 
Baltimore region. 

At least 16 of those indicted are 
from Maryland, while the rest are 
from Washington, New York and 
New Jersey, (ap)

Feds Agree to Help District 
Repair, Replace Aging Bridges 

The federal government has 
agreed to work with the District 
of Columbia to repair and replace 
bridges in the nation’s capital. Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams and Secretary 
ofTransportation Norman Y. Mineta 
signed a memorandum of under- 
standing Tuesday providing a frame- 
work for cooperation on a number 
of projects along three miles of the 
Anacostia River. 

The centerpiece of the project is a 
new Frederick Douglass Bridge, also 
known as the South Capitol Street 
Bridge. It would replace a 57-year- 
old span which now serves as many 
as 77,000 vehicles each day. (ap)

Oken Challenges Execution 


Incumbent Moran 
Wins Nomination 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Alawyer for Steven 
Oken, hoping to postpone the exe- 
cution of the convicted murderer 
and rapist, told Maryland’s high- 
est court Tuesday that a three -drug 
mixture prison officials plan to use 
to put Oken to death next week vio- 
lates state law. 

When the legislature abandoned 
the gas chamber in favor of lethal 


injection, it mandated the use of 
two drugs, not three, Fred Warren 
Bennett told the Court of Appeals. 

Oken was sentenced to die for 
the rape and murder of Dawn Marie 
Garvin in Baltimore County in 1987. 
He is seeking an indefinite stay of 
the execution order to give him time 
to challenge the method of death at 
the circuit court level, (ap) 


Outspoken Democrat 
fights back strong 
challenge by Rosenberg 

ARLINGTON, VA. I Rep. Jim Moran, 
D-8th, beat back an aggressive 
primary challenge Tuesday to win 
nomination to an eighth term, over- 
coming criticism that his comments 
opposing the Iraq war were tinged 
with anti-Semitism. 

With 75 percent of the votes 
counted, Moran had 58 percent, 
compared to 42 percent for Andrew 
Rosenberg. 

Moran, who previously had been 
easily re-elected, found himself in 
a dogfight following comments 
he made at an anti-war forum in 
March 2003. Moran told the audi- 
ence, “If it were not for the strong 


support of the Jewish community 
for this war with Iraq, we would 
not be doing this.” 

Rosenberg, a lobbyist and former 
aide to Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass., 
jumped into the race 
following Moran’s 
comments, but 
said they were just 
one example of a 
congressman who 
“makes headlines for all the wrong 
reasons.” 

Moran will face Republican Lisa 
Marie Cheney in the November 
general election. The district is 
strongly Democratic. For exam- 
ple, A1 Gore carried the district 
by nearly 20 percentage points 
in the 2000 presidential election.

It 
will then pass into Washington, over 
the Potomac River via 1-395, onto 
the George Washington Parkway 
and then back into the city using 
Memorial Bridge. 

The D.C. Department of 
Transportation said from 3 p.m. 


WASHINGTON j Metro announced 
plans to run overnight shuttle buses 
to accommodate the crowds expect- 
ed when Ronald Reagan’s body lies 
in state at the U.S. Capitol.

ROAD TEST I The Mazda RX-8 offers 
unprecedented opportunities to 
make your loved ones woozy. 

The “Rx” is a prescription- 
strength emetic for anybody in 
the rear seats when this fervid 
little coupe is in full thrash mode. 
The back seat — though surpris- 
ingly roomy and accessible thanks 
to the car’s fascinating demi- doors 
— ranks up there with the aft cabin 
of a Porsche 911 coupe on the “are- 
we-there-yet” list. Rear passengers 
are left clinging to the smoky glass 
like one of those Garfield dolls. 

So, with all due respect to the 
paradigm floggers who created 
what is indisputably a four- seat 


sports car: The driver’s seat is the 
place to be. 

The car seems to fold around 
you as you alight in the deep -socket 
driver’s seat. The high shoulder line 
and the low floor create an ergo- 
nomic space like that of a race boat 


cockpit, where you’re buried up to 
your chin in machinery. Thanks to 
a compact motor, the hood slopes 
away for good forward visibility. In 
the rear seats, however, the visibility 
is quite limited. Mazda would prob- 
ably say the seats are for occasional 


use. That occasion is hurling. 

In motion, the rear- drive RX- 
8 has the frictionless agility and 
Beretta lightness of an oversized 
Miata. The chassis is stiffer than a 
soap -opera exit line. The electric- 
assist steering is heavy, taut and

FOREIGN CARSI Ford Motor Co. on 
Tuesday unveiled a new version 
of its Focus sedan on the eve of 
China’s biggest auto show, court- 
ing buyers in the world’s fastest- 
growing market. 

The debut came a day after 
General Motors announced plans 
to invest $3 billion in China, high- 
lighting intense foreign interest in 
a market where sales jumped 75 
percent last year. 

Ford said the decision to unveil 
the new Focus at Auto China 
2004, which opens Wednesday 
in Beijing, reflects its strategy of 
developing cars with Chinese buy- 
ers in mind.

The new four-door Focus is

Later Tuesday, Japan’s biggest 
automaker, Toyota Motor Corp., 
announced plans to open Lexus 
luxury car dealerships in China by 
the end of this year.

I have a 2002 Yukon. During the 
winter I always receive a stat- 
ic shock when getting out of my 
truck. Is there any way to ground 
the truck to prevent this? 

Not really. But you can spray the 
carpet with static guard which usu- 
ally does away with the problem. If 
it has cloth seats, spray them too. 

I have a friend who insists that a 
new car should not be driven over 


55 mph for the first few months to 
allow for a break-in period. Can you 
please settle this dispute? 

Today break-in of a new auto- 
mobile is very minimal. Usually 
it lasts for the first 500 to 1,000 
miles. It amounts to nothing more 
than avoiding any constant engine 
rpm for long periods of time, and 
no full throttle acceleration (usu- 
ally for the first 200 to 500 miles). 
That’s it. 

I have a 1996 Rodeo and the “check 
engine” light keeps coming on. I’ve 
had the sensor replaced and the 
light continues to come on. What 
can I do to fix this without taking it 
back to the shop? 

Essentially there is only one 
thing you can do yourself without 
a major outlay for test equipment. 
Check the gas cap.

Tampa Bays speedy 
rise to championship 
even surprises coach 

H 0 C K E Y I For the last 10 years, there 
was no room for the little guys in 
the Stanley Cup finals. 

The list of champions was a 
familiar mix of big-budget and 
top -talent teams: Detroit (three 
times), New Jersey (three times), 
Colorado (twice), Dallas and the 
New York Rangers. 

There were plenty of stars and 
familiar story lines, but not much 
unpredictability. 

The newly minted champion 
Tampa Bay Lightning changed 
all that, and in an interesting bit 
of timing, did so just as the other 
small- and midmarket teams head 
into the NHL’s labor talks looking 
for a much better deal. 

Under general manager Jay 
Feaster, just three years removed 


from running a minor league team 
in Hershey, Pa., and coach John 
Tortorella, who was passed over by 
bigger franchises, the Lightning devel- 


oped a plan and stayed with it. 

The only surprise was how fast it 
all came together, just a year after 
the Lightning won a playoff series 


for the first time. 

“I still can’t figure it out, how 
quickly it happened for us,” Tortorella 
said after a Cup-clinching 2-1 victory 
over Calgary in Game 7 Monday. 

Goalie Nikolai Khabibulin, once 
so erratic he was seen as more of a 
problem than a solution, thinks he 
knows what did it: Doing nothing. 

Rather than dismantling the team 
when they took over, Feaster and 
Tortorella waited for players such as 
Martin St. Louis, Vincent Lecavalier, 
Ruslan Fedotenko, Pavel Kubina, 
Khabibulin and Brad Richards to 
gain confidence and grow comfort- 
able with one another. 

When they all arrived about the 
same time, the Lightning did, too.

Montgomery, 3 Others Could

Summer reading 
with heroes humble, 
athletic and military 

BOOKS I Among new hardcover 
books are novels by Robert B. Parker 
and Helen Fielding, and nonfiction 
by essayist David Sedaris and war 
historian John Keegan. 

The novels give readers the 
choice of experiencing the exploits 
of a real-life hero of the past or those 
of a fictional heroine of today. 

In “Double Play” (Putnam), 
crime -fiction writer Parker takes 
readers to 1947, when Jackie 
Robinson joined the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and became major league 
baseball’s first black player. 

Readers view the season through 


the eyes of the fictional Joseph 
Burke, a World War II veteran who 
is hired by the team as Robinson’s 
bodyguard. 

In the latest from Fielding, author 
of the Bridget Jones novels, the her- 
oine’s adventures may be nothing 


more than a wild-goose chase. In 
“Olivia Joules and the Overactive 
Imagination” (Viking), Olivia, a 
London newspaper reporter, goes 
to Miami to cover the launch of a 
cosmetic created by Hollywood 
producer Pierre Ferramo. She falls 


for Ferramo, but when she becomes 
convinced that he’s a terrorist — or 
is it just her overactive imagination? 

— Olivia embarks on a quest for the 
truth that becomes a globe-trotting 
adventure. 

In “Dress Your Family in 
Corduroy and Denim” (Little, 
Brown), Sedaris offers a collec- 
tion of essays that reveal the absur- 
dities hidingjust below the surface of 
seemingly ordinary aspects of life. 
The author mops a floor, directs a 
lost traveler, attends his brother’s 
wedding, and eats — of all things! 

— a hamburger. 

Keegan turns his attention to 
the world’s most recent conflict in 
“The Iraq War” (Knopf). Interviews 
with Tommy Franks and Donald 
Rumsfeld help Keegan explain the 
war’s causes and consequences, the 
reason for the invasion and the strat- 
egy for conquering Baghdad.

Liftoff for Air 
America Radio? 


RADIO I When Air America’s Al 
Franken discusses his fellow talk 
radio hosts, he’s almost always 
baiting them for their conserva- 
tive stances. 

But during a recent speech to a 
convention of skeptical radio hosts 
and executives, the liberal Franken 
was not only self-deprecating, but 
even gave grudging respect to 
archrival Rush Limbaugh. 

The move gained Franken and 
Air America a few new friends in 
the business, and these days, the 
struggling liberal radio network 
needs all the friends it can get. 

Two months after its ballyhooed 
launch. Air America finally has 
some encouraging ratings to show 
but no tested business plan. Almost 
all of the top executives have left or 
been pushed out; the network has 
developed programs but failed to 
find stations to air them. 

Now, those few executives who 
remain have done an about-face. 
Rather than lease airtime on sta- 
tions and keep ad money for them- 
selves, Air America Radio is adopt- 
ing the traditional approach to the 
business. It’s going to solicit deals 
with station groups to carry shows 
in exchange for shared advertis- 


ing revenue. 

Franken, in an interview, joked 
that his humble keynote speech was 
"probably the most I’ve acted like a 
politician instead of the least. ... I 
didn’t think there was any percent- 
age in being confrontational. ... They 
didn’t want to hear my politics.” 

Whether such steps will be 
enough to keep the network on 
the air for the long term, or even 
through the November election, 
remains to be seen. The network 
is heard in 15 markets but not in 
cities such as Los Angeles, Chicago 
or San Francisco. 

Many people in the radio indus- 
try said Air America’s plan to buy 
stations or lease airtime wasn’t prac- 
tical. One program syndicator said 
Air America’s absence from anoth- 
er major industry convention, held 
by the trade publication Radio & 
Records in February, was widely 
seen as arrogant. 

As for Franken, he gleefully 
announced last week that he had 
received a paycheck, after forgoing 
pay for a few weeks while finances 
got sorted out. “I have confidence 
that it definitely will make it,” he 
said, “because we have an audience.”

If former mayor Marion Barry wins a 
seat on the D.C. Council, will it just be 
a step toward another run for mayor? 

Marion Barry could not win city- 
wide. He can win easily, I think, 
at this point in Ward 8. In ’92 he 
ran against a 16 -term incumbent, 
Wilhemina Rolark, and got 70 per- 
cent of the vote. Really unbelievable. 
He is a folk hero out there. 

He told me in an interview that 
he has no intention of running for 
mayor, and on this I believe him. 

I think Reagan should go down in 
history as one of the worst presi- 
dents. Why this media canonization? 

Right after someone prominent 
dies, the media has a tendency — 
and I am as guilty of it as anyone 
else — to just talk about the favor- 
able and positive attributes of a 
human being, and wait a while to 
give a more balanced and maybe 
accurate depiction of the person. I 
think you will see more critical and 
important distinctions made about 
Reagan’s life in its entirety. 

What are you hearing about base- 
ball coming back to D.C. in 2005? 

The guys who are supposed to 
know about this on the D.C. Sports 
and Entertainment Commission 
think that D.C. has got it. And 
that around the All-Star Game, 
Major League Baseball will make 
the decision, and Peter Angelos, of 
the Baltimore Orioles, will be paid 
off some way. 

Now let me tell you this: I will 
do everything in my power — and 
I couldn’t be more serious — that if 
baseball comes to D.C., the name of 
the team will not be — I repeat, will 
not be — the Washington Senators. 
We don’t have two senators and 
until we do we shouldn’t be called 
the Washington Senators. This team 
should never be allowed to be called 
the Washington Senators.
